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Wood’s Banished Coins of Ireland

(Paper l ead at the Annual Convention of the American Numismatic Association, 
Cleveland, Ohio, August 18 to 23, 1934.) 

Collectors of American Colonial coins are all familiar with those pieces 
known as Wood’s Irish series. So far as I can discover, they are the only 
coins ever banished from the country for which they were issued. But this 
is only a minor distinction. They are more noteworthy in other respects. 
Although insignificant in appearance, they achieved a political and literary 
importance perhaps never equalled by any other coinage before or since. 
To account for this prominence and to explain the cause of their rejection in 
Ireland is the subject of this paper, 

George I of England desired to increase the revenues of one of the noble 
ladies of his court who had been superlatively loyal. There was precedent 
in abundance for such royal generosity, but grumbling taxpayers could 
sometimes make themselves disagreeable. It therefore seemed politic to 
one of the King’s resourceful counselors that a way should be found by 
which the expenditures for the duchess might be made without appearing in 
the royal budget; better still, if the burden for paying them could be borne 
by those who were powerless to resent it if the fact became known. Let 
Ireland pay the piper. A means was at last discovered. Her Grace the 
Duchess of Kendal might be richly benefited from the profits of some public 
contract in Ireland. The gift could be thus concealed. 

Ireland did not particularly need and did not want a large issue of new 
coppers, but a contract to supply them Avas the scheme evolved for enriching 
the King’s favorite. A competent manufacturer was found in William Wood, 
an ironmonger by trade, and he undertook to make copper farthings and 
halfpence to the amount of about one hundred thousand pounds sterling 
during a period of fourteen years. This would entail the issuing of about 
seventy-five million pieces. The arrangement gave him a very liberal profit, 
as the metal and labor required were far less in cost than the face value of 
the coins. The royal patent to make these coins was not issued directly to 
William Wood, as is generally supposed, but was issued directly to the 
Duchess of Kendal, and by her assigned to Wood for a consideration of ten 
thousand pounds. That was the share of the profits that went to the 
duchess, and^the payment of this sum to her furnished the whole motive for 
the issuance of this coinage. 

The ironmonger then went to work with a right good will and for about 
two years stamped out coins in considerable quantities. They are dated 
1722, 1723 and 1724. All would have gone well but for a certain unhappy 
literary genius, one Jonathan Swift, the most famous satyrist of the 
eighteenth century. It was a piece of ill luck for the promoters of the 
scheme that Swift was then in Ireland. Because of his boldness, his clever- 
ness and his biting sarcasm, he had been starved out of England, where he 
had been a political and literary figure of great distinction and had been 
practically banished to live in comparative obscurity in Ireland as Dean of 
St. Patricks. 
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Swift, smarting under his disappointment, and obsessed with malice 
toward the English ministry which had been instrumental in his downfall, 
welcomed an opportunity to get back at his enemies. He learned of the 
questionable contract for the Irish coinage. Here was his chance. He im- 
mediately began the publication of a series of letters exposing the corrupt 
agreement and holding the coins themselves up to ridicule. These letters 
were addressed to various tradesmen and to people of all classes, from the 
peasant to the noble. They were so inflammatory in character as to arouse 
the greatest indignation among the people. 

Swift concealed his identity in the nom de plume of M. B. Drapier, assum- 
ing the character of a small tradesman. These published letters made their 
f irst app c^ y a T^(* p» i^ April , 17 ^ 4 , an d w ere repeated from time to time until 
November of the same year. Although he wrote under an assumed name, it 
was soon known that Swift was the author. No one else could have written 
so furiously and so effectually. After a time the whole country was in an 
uproar. The forcing upon the nation of these coins was regarded as an act

of tyranny upon the part of the English Crown. The resentment was the 
more intense because it was well understood that the contract for the coin- 
age was made as a means of paying the wages of sin. A principle was in- 
volved. The feeling inspired was not unlike that which actuated the Ameri- 
can colonists in violent opposition to the English Government, culminating 
in the Revolutionary War. Whatever dissensions existed among the Irish 
were temporarily quieted that they might make common cause against this 
new oppression symbolized by Wood’s Irish halfpence. “Money, the great 
divider of the world, hath by a strange revolution been the great uniter of a 
most divided people.’’ This was Swift’s comment upon the situation. 

At about the time the first Drapier letter was published. Swift addressed 
a letter to Lord Cartaret, his good friend, who lately had been appointed 
Lord Lieutenant for Ireland. In this letter he requested the Lord Lieutenant 
to employ his good offices in putting an end to the patent granted for mak- 
ing the coins. He commented upon the great dissatisfaction which existed 
in Ireland concerning it. He said, in part: “Your Excellency knows the 
unanimous sentiments of the Parliament here upon that matter; and upon 
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inquiry you will find that there is not one person of any rank or party in 
this whole kingdom who does not look upon that patent as the most ruinous 
project that ever was contrived against any nation.” 

The following October Cartaret landed in Dublin. He arrived on the very 
day that the fiercest and most seditious of the Drapier’s letters was pub- 
lished. Officially he had to take notice of this and offered a reward of three 
hundred pounds for information leading to the discovery of the author of 
the letter. While the reward was so posted Swift was a frequent guest at 
the home of Cartaret. Everyone, including Cartaret himself, knew perfectly 
well that Swift was the author, but no one would consent to inform against 
him. The incident did not cause the slightest rift in the friendship between 
Swift and Cartaret. 

Finally the country was so aroused by the denunciation and ridicule of 
Swift that Sir Robert Walpole, Prime Minister of England, fearing serious 
trouble in Ireland, suffered the humiliation for himself and for his King 
of having to repudiate a royal patent. The contract for making the coins 
was cancelled early in 1 7 25. That ended the coining of Wood’s Irish copper. 
Wood himself was compensated for the loss of his contract by being granted 
a pension of three thousand pounds a year for a period of twelve years, the 
unexpired term of his patent. 

Upon the cancellation of the patent there was a general rejoicing in 
Ireland. The affair was regarded as a successful revolt against the tyranny 
of the English Crown. Swift became a national hero in Ireland. Medals 
were struck in his honor. His name was on every lip, and he was honored 
as one who had the hardihood to fiout the English throne in the noble 
cause of liberty. His compatriots little dreamed he did not care a rap for 
Ireland and that his motive for championing its cause was one mixed 
between a desire for retaliation against his own enemies and an inherent 
love of making a fuss. However, the episode redounded greatly to his fame. 

Swift enjoyed his controversy so exceedingly he continued the fight even 
after the battle had been won. He published a series of verses of ridicule, 
aimed principally at William Wood, with occasional slurs at Walpole and 
the Duchess of Kendal. These poems, though supposed to be humorous, are 
characterized by a “plentiful lack of wit.” They are not worthy of so great 
a man as their author. After the fashion of his time he tried to express in 
verse what could be said much better in prose. The titles of these poems 
found in Swift’s published works are: “Wood an Insect,” “Epigram on 
Wood’s Brass,” “On Wood the Ironmonger,” “A New Song on Wood’s Half- 
pence,” “A Serious Poem Upon William Wood,” “A Smile on Our Want of 
Silver,” “Prometheus,” and lastly, “Will Wood’s Petition to the Irish 
People.” In this poem suggestions were made of a diversity of base uses in 
which the coins might be employed. 

It was Swift’s distinguished disapproval of Wood’s coins that is chiefiy 
responsible for the prominence they have been given in world literature. 
Through this means there is preserved for posterity the story of their origin 
and their ignominious reception. This story has become a part of Swift’s 
biography. It is stressed in Pope’s laudatory poem on Swift in the following 
lines: 

Oh, thou, whatever title please, thine ear. 

Dean, Drapier, Bickerstaff or Gulliver! 

Whether thou choose Cervantes’ serious air, 

Or laugh and shake in Rabelais’ easy chair. 

Or praise the court or magnify mankind. 

Or thy grieved country’s copper chains unbind. 

After the minting of the “copper chains” had ceased it was found useless 
to attempt to put in circulation what remained on hand. To do so would 
have been a continuing offense. What to do with them presented a problem. 
Finally a solution was found. They could be placed beyond a stretch of 
ocean to deafen any further cries of protest that might arise. The coins 
were readily accepted in the American colonies, where as exiles from the Old 
World they fiourished in the new. As it was said of the prophets of old, 
they were not without honor save in their own country. 
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Rarity vs. Price

^pular ity of particular series to which it belongs and the amount of 
advertisement and the number of collectors who desire a certain specimen 
to fill out their collection.

Many American catalogues fairly bristle with the descriptions “Rare,” 
“Very Rare,” or “Extremely Rare,” and I sometimes wonder if we American 
collectors know what these terms mean. Experienced European cataloguers 
seldom use them, and when they do, the piece is invariably illustrated and 
seldom found in any but great collections. Specific examples of the differ-

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ence between rarity and high price are illustrated in the small display 
shown here, where there has been chosen at random a few foreign copper 
coins which rightly deserve the description “Rare.” No other single col- 
lection in the world contains specimens of all these coins. In some cases 
only two or three are known. In most cases no more than ten are known. 

For a comparison, we mention the 179 9 United States cent, which, if 
offered for sale in an American catalogue would call for considerable de- 
scriptive matter and would be listed as “Very Rare.” As a matter of fact, 
a 179 9 cent in any but very unusual condition is far from rare. I would 
venture to say that if five hundred sales catalogues covering the past twenty 
years were carefully checked, not a single one of them containing a collec- 
tion of any considerable value which included United States coins would 
fail to show from one to five 1799 cents for sale. 

On the other hand, it is doubtful if more than two or three of the foreign 
copper coins illustrated here would be found offered in the same five 
hundred sales; in fact, as far as I know, most of these have never been 
offered in any public sale, and yet not a single one of them cost nearly as 
much as the 1799 cent. 

Please do not misunderstand. I am not condemning the collectors who 
specialize in any series. I collect and admire a beautiful copper penny as 
much as anyone, but I believe we American collectors are overlooking the 
wonderful opportunities to be found in the foreign copper coins, many of 
which portray history in a manner not found elsewhere, and when we con- 
sider the great number of varieties, series and denominations which can 
be purchased for a small sum, it is hard to understand why this series is 
not more popular, and it has always seemed to me that we collectors may 
be discouraging young collectors by displaying a series of United States 
coins which offer very little variety except date and emphasize the rarity 
and cost of such specimens. And when I see the tremendous number of 
stamp collectors and note the rapid growth of stamp collecting, it makes 
me wonder if we would not do more to encourage beginners by displaying 
to their eyes a beautiful collection of historical, interesting and inexpensive 
foreign coppers which can often be purchased for a few cents each, and by 
beginning in this small way plant the germ of real numismatics, which may 
later develop an interest in the more expensive and popular United States 
coins. 

To properly collect any coins requires study, investigation, research, and 
constant seeking after information, and there is no better way to arouse a 
real collector instinct then to have a specimen which cannot be properly 
classified at a glance and which requires some study, as such desire ob- 
viously leads to deeper and deeper interests in the subject. 


Alliance Rolling Mill Company

The Alliance (Ohio) Rolling Mill Company began business in 1866 and 
continued until the panic of 1873. It was a puddling mill, with John Hunt- 
er, a fine, public-spirited citizen, as president; William Edwards, general 
manager, and David Pembridge, head puddler. 

The old rolling mill was situated on East Broadway, near the C. & P. 
Railway tracks, which is the present location of the Alliance branch of the 
American Steel Foundries. When the mill failed it was purchased by J. T. 
Weybrecht, pioneer lumber dealer, of Alliance, who sold enough old iron 
to more than make the purchase price. The Weybrecht lumber yards are 
today on the opposite side of the street from the American Steel Foundries. 

The Rolling Mills issued scrip due to condition brought about by the 
panic of 1873. This scrip was issued in denominations of five cents up- 
ward, and eventually and partially caused the failure of the mill and also 
the dry goods firm of King, Weikart, Warren & Co., which was located in a 
two-story building on Freeman Avenue and Main Street, the present loca- 
tion of the Alliance First National Bank. 

The store of King, Weikart, Warren & Co. was also known as the “Bee 
Hive Dry Goods Store,” “The Boys Store,” also “The Rolling Mill Store.” 
This last was due to the fact that U. S. Weikart, one of the partners, was 
a son-in-law of John Hunter. 
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There is available a hand-bill of King, Weikart and Warren, dated De- 
cember 31, 1874, offering for sale an $8,000 bankrupt stock of boots and 
shoes, including items for ladies and children, which the firm had purchased 
at a forced sale. 

Samuel Lane, of Alliance, a friend of John Hunter, states that the Roll- 
ing Mill scrip was in circulation in 1873 and possibly 1874, and that Mr. 
Hunter resided on Arch Avenue directly opposite the present Carnegie 
Library. 



The Alliance Rolling Mill scrip was the product of W. J. Morgan Com- 
pany, Cleveland, organized in 1866, later changing to the Morgan Litho- 
graph Company, and in 1933 to the Morgan Lithograph Corporation. The 
vignette of the girl on the Rolling Mill five-cent denomination also appears 
on the 1871 and the 1873 two-dollar issues of Nes-Silicon Steel Company, 
Sandusky, Ohio, also the product of the W. J. Morgan Company, Cleveland. 


The Insignia and Medals of the Aztec Club of 1847

The second oldest military society in the United States is the Aztec Club 
of 1847. Its name indicates its age. On October 13, 1847, as soon as the 
United States Army was quietly established in the City of Mexico, during 
our war with that country, a meeting of officers was called with a view to 
forming a club and opening a clubhouse for the entertainment of its mem- 
bers and their guests while in the city. The original home of the Club was 
the handsome residence of Senor Boca Negra, who had formerly been Mexi- 
can Minister to the United States. This, the Club's records show, “was 
located in one of the streets leading out of the Calle Plateros, and not far 
from the headquarters of General Winfield Scott, Commander-in-Chief." 
After some difficulty, due to the names of streets having often been changed, 
two members of the Club living in Mexico, Mr. Edmund Kirby-Smith and 
Major Otto Holstein, were able to fix the site in 1931. It is now at the 
corner of the Avenues Cinco de Mayo and Isabel la Catolica, the building 
being still in excellent preservation, though no longer in the most desirable 
residential section of the Mexican capital. 

The Club flourished as long as the Army of Occupation was in Mexico, 
under the presidency of Major-General John A. Quitman, its commander. 
When the Army returned to the United States it was proposed to continue 
the Club, “desiring to preserve some lasting memorial of the pleasure and 
advantages derived from this institution that may serve for all time as an 
additional bond of friendship and brotherhood among its members.’’ The 
officers were continued in office for a period of five years so that a perma- 
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nent organization might be effected at home. At the time of the withdrawal 
of the Army from Mexico the Club consisted of 160 members and two honor- 
ary members (Major-General Winfield Scott and Brigade Chaplain John 
McCarty). 

In 185 2 a new election of officers took place and a permanent organiza- 
tion was effected. Soon thereafter “a commemoration badge was designed 
for transmission to living members and to the families of those deceased.” 
It was decided in 1871 to admit to membership officers who had served in 
any part of Mexico during the war. In 1882 it was decided that officers 
who had been killed in battle or died of wounds in Mexico before the for- 
mation of the Club might, upon application of a son or nearest blood rela- 
tive, be admitted to the roll of membership, to be represented by such son 
or nearest blood relative, after his nomination and election by the Club. In 
1887 it was decided that any deceased officer who had served in Mexico 
during the war might in the same way be admitted to the roll. The revised 
constitution of 1888 fixed the name of the Club as The Aztec Club of 1847, 
to be continued in perpetuity, the basis of membership being personal ser-

vice in some part of Mexico as an officer during the war with that country. 
Oflacers of the Navy and Marine Corps who served in Mexican waters are 
also eligible. Officers who had so served were known as Primary Members. 
Their eldest sons or nearest blood relatives, who it may be remarked were 
eligible even during the lifetime of the Primary Members, were known as 
Representative Members. Each Representative Member was given the right 
to nominate his son or other blood relative, who, upon reaching the age 
of twenty-one, might be admitted to the Club as an Associate Member. On 
the death of a Representative Member his Associate Member automatically 
becomes a Representative Member and in turn has the right to name his 
Associate. Thus the Club has continued its existence. The last Primary 
Member was Brigadier-General Horatio Gates Gibson, U. S. A., who died 
on April 18, 1924, being the last surviving officer of the Mexican War and 
the oldest living West Point graduate at the time of his death. He had 
served in Mexico as a Second Lieutenant. 
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It will be observed that the principle of hereditary membership is essen- 
tially that which had been established by the Society of the Cincinnati sixty- 
four years earlier. The only difference is that both a Representative and 
an Associate member may be on the Club’s rolls at the same time, and the 
Representative Member has the right to select his successor from among 
his blood kin, though the Club reserves the right to reject any individual 
not personally acceptable. It is not to be wondered at that the Aztec Club 
followed the precedents of the Society of the Cincinnati. When the Club 
was formed some of the original members of the Cincinnati were still living 
and their Society was well known to the officers instituting the Aztec Club. 
Indeed, not a few of the founders of the Club were sons or grandsons of 
origtiKri nremhers of 4he - Gin ei nn a ti .- For ex a mp le, MajorTGeneral Za^cliary - 
Taylor was the son of Lieutenant-Colonel Richard Taylor, Captain Robert 
E. Lee was the son of Colonel Henry Lee (“Light Horse Harry”), and Cap- 
tain Henry Heth was a grandson of another Captain Henry Heth, all three 
original members of the Society of the Cincinnati in the State of Virginia. 

The badge selected by the Club after its return from Mexico consists of 
a Maltese Cross in gold, measuring 1 inches in height, between the arms 
of which are three rays of gold extending from the center toward the mar- 
gin. The border of the cross is, on the obverse, enameled in blue, and in 
the center there is a disc inch in diameter, enameled in red and bearing 
a shield of the arms of the United States, surmounted by an eagle with out- 
spread wings. Above is the inscription: Aztec (.lub and, below, the words: 
U. S. Aniiy, 1847. The reverse of the cross is enameled in white, except 
the margin which is of gold. The central disc is enameled in green and 
bears the Mexican Eagle with a serpent in its beak and its talons grasping 
branches of cactus. Above are the words: City of Mexico, and below, Aniiy 
of Occupation. The cross is suspended from a striking ribbon consisting of 
a central stripe of green ^2 inch in width, bordered by bands of white each 
Vs inch in width and the whole edged with bands of blue 5/16 inch in width. 
The drawings of the insignia are printed from the original woodcuts belong- 
ing to the Aztec Club, kindly loaned for publication here. 

At the time the badge was established the Club likewise adopted a metal 
button to be worn in civilian clothing as a means of recognition. This is a 
gold disc 7/16 inch in diameter, enamaled in three equal parts, red, green 
ana wniie, the cuiuis btiin^ &epaia,tcd by wavy lines. The hutten is in 
scribed Aztec Club 1847, the three words falling on the red, green and white 
sections respectively. 

In 18 93 the Club adopted a silk rosette of red, white and green, for 
optional wear by the members. It will be observed that the colors of the 
rosette were taken from those of the metal button rather than from the 
ribbon from which the cross is suspended. This somewhat anomalous con- 
dition was changed by vote of the Club in 1923, and a rosette of the colors 
of the Club’s ribbon, blue, white, green was adopted. The metal button is 
still authorized. 

At the meeting on October 13, 1892, Colonel DeLancy Floyd-Jones, one 
of the Primary Members, presented the Club with a beautiful replica in 
silver of a Mexican teocalli, or temple of worship. The replica is of one 
of the truncated pyramids, about the base of which are cacti and other 
Mexican plants. It measures about two feet across each side of the base 
and is about eighteen inches high. It was made by Tiffany & Company of 
New York. On one side of the base is the inscription, Aztec Club of 1847, 
and on the opposite side. Presented by Colonel l)e I.»iinrey Floyd-Jones, Unit- 
ed States Army. This splendid keepsake is placed, with appropriate cere- 
monies, before the presiding officer at each meeting of the Aztec Club, and 
during the intervals between meetings is on display in the National Museum 
in Washington. 

In 18 97 the Club celebrated the fiftieth anniversary with the largest 
meeting that had been held since leaving Mexico. It was held at Sherry’s, 
in New York City, and eleven Primary Members, who had seen service in 
Mexico, were among those present. To commemorate the occasion the Club 
presented to each member a medal which had been struck by Tiffany & 
Company of New York. The medal was suspended from the official ribbon 
•of the Club and had a bar pin so that it could be worn, though apparently 
it was not intended that this should be done. The ribbon differs slightly 
irom the approved pattern in that the blue stripes are light instead of dark. 
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The medal is of dull bronze measuring 1 7/16 inches in diameter and 
5/3 2 inch in thickness. The obverse bears the arms of the Club, namely, 
quarterly, first, the eagle of the United States with thirteen stars in two 
semi-circles above; second, the emblems of the Corps of Engineers, the 
Adjutant General’s Department and the Artillery Corps in pale (respective- 
ly, a turreted castle, the shield of the United States, and a field gun and 
ammunition); third, crossed rifie, carbine, sword and sabre; fourth, the 
Mexican Eagle perched on a branch of cactus leaves, and holding a serpent 
in its beak, for crest an Aztec teocalli, above which is a sun in splendor with 
rays extending about the same. Below the shield are crossed branches of 
oak leaves (left) and palm leaves (right). The legend is: * Aztec Club. 
Mexico . October A. 1). 1847 * Societajs Belli. 

The reverse depicts the silver teocalli presented to the Club by Col. 
Ployd-Jones as above related. Above are the words: October . . 1847, 

and below: October . . 18J)7. Below this is the maker’s name: Tiffany & 

Co. 

One of the medals was struck for each member of the Club, his name 
being engraved on the rim. The Club instructed that the dies for the medal 
be destroyed, and in the following May this was done.

When the Aztec Club was founded there existed in the United States only 
one other military society composed of officers who had served in a foreign 
war, and the membership requirement for which was such service or descent 
from such officers — the Society of the Cincinnati. The roll of the Club’s 
members contains many of the most illustrious names which have adorned 
our military history. Everyone knows that the Mexican War served as a 
training ground for the officers of both sides in the terrible war to follow 
fourteen years later in 18 61. The leading figures in that struggle had won 
their spurs in Mexico, and among them we find, as members of the Aztec 
Club of 1847, the following Union officers: 


General U. S. Grant, who served in Mexico as a Captain. 

General William T. Sherman, who served in Mexico as a Captain. 

Admiral David G. Parragut, who served in Mexican waters as a Commander. 
Admiral David D. Porter, who served in Mexican waters as a Lieutenant. 
Major-General Joseph Hooker, who served in Mexico as a Captain.

The muffled drum sad roll has beat 
The soldier’s last tattoo; 

No more on life’s parade shall meet 
That brave and fallen few. 

On fame’s eternal camping ground 
Their silent tents are spread. 

And Glory guards with solemn round 
The Bivouac of the Dead. 

The Club, though not large, has numbered on its rolls an extraordinarily 
large number of senior military and naval officers, including six Generals, 
two Admirals, five Lieutenant-Generals, one Vice-Admiral, seventy Major- 
Generals, twelve Rear-Admirals, seventy-nine Brigadier-Generals and four 
Commodores. 



Medal for Seventy-fifth Anniversary. 


In 1922, to celebrate the seventy-fifth anniversary of the foundation of 
the Club, a bronze commemorative medal was struck. It is similar in finish 
and size to the fiftieth anniversary medal, but is not suspended from a 
ribbon. The obverse is of the same design as the former medal. The re- 
verse bears two rattlesnakes with their heads entwined, and in the middle 
of the medal, the dates: October 1847, October Ui, 1922, and, below, 
branches of cactus. The medal was struck by A. Bacqueville of Paris, and 
distributed upon subscription to members of the Club. The dies have been 
preserved by the Club. 

There are some 233 members in the Club today. The present officers are: 
President, Mr. Severe Mallet-Prevost of New York (who, it is interesting to 
note, is descended from an officer of the Mexican Army as well as from an 
officer of the United States Army in the Mexican War); Vice-President, Col. 
J. F Reynolds Landis, U. S. A., of Washington; Treasurer, Mr. Leonard L. 
Nicholson of Washington; Secretary, Mr. Conway B. Hunt of Washington. 
The Club, which has no branches, meets on alternate years in Washington

Change in the 1934 Quarter Dollar 

The current quarter dollar, of which some two million pieces have already 
been struck, appears in two dies, the difference being slight, but easily 
detected by the numismatist. The issue appeared early in June, and is one 
of a few issues to be circulated so soon after striking. 

The first coins turned out are similar to the issue of 193 2 in that the 
motto “In God We Trust” on the obverse is so lightly cut in the die as to 
appear somewhat shadowy on the coin. The later dies used have this 
motto greatly strengthened, the difference being easily noted without the 
aid of a glass. Indeed, so faintly struck is the motto on the 19 3 2 and some 
of the 1934 coins that by running the finger nail across the surface of the 
letters little relief is detected. On the re-engraved die of 193 4 a sharp 
difference will be noted if this test is applied. 

There are those who will argue that this is merely a fresh die, but exami- 
nation of a large number of strictly uncirculated specimens shows that 
there is no reason to believe that the die would wear in this particular 
spot and not in any other part where fine lines and devices were engraved. 
Since all specimens examined were uncirculated, and the differences so 
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marked, it is thought that the mint authorities have taken steps to make the 
coin more satisfactory. 

Low-relief lettering has been the curse of at least two well-known Ameri- 
can coins, the Peace dollar of the 19 22-19 28 type and the Sesquicentennial 
half dollar, the Peace dollars being especially poor in lettering. It is 
fortunate that the current and future strikings of the Washington quarter 
dollar have been spared this fate. 

And then again, since the Administration has been so successful (?) in 
its recovery program, perhaps they have seen fit to reaffirm or strengthen 
their belief in the well-known motto used on our coins, now that the worst 
is over!

The Manly Medal of George Washington 

To many collectors it is supposed that Manly made this medal; but such 
is not the case. John Manly end his associates, Robert Patton, the Phila- 
delphia post-master, and Peter Prynberg, of Wilmington, were evidently 
the instigators for its issuance. The illustration here shown was taken 
from The Freeman’s Journal or The North American Intelligencer of March 
10, 1790, published in Philadelphia, and shows the terms and conditions 
of sale. Many Philadelphia merchants sold these to their correspondents 
throughout the country, as shown by their account books and letter books, 
consequently the medals had quite a wide circulation. 

Samuel Brooks, a goldsmith and seal cutter, of 29 South Front Street, 
Philadelphia, cut the dies, and his name appears under the shoulder on 
the obverse, while J. MANLY & C. on the lower edge of the reverse is indi- 
cative of those who issued the medal. As the medals were first cast and 
then struck, sometimes the small names of the die cutter and Manly do not 
always come out clearly. 

As this was an unusual method of disposing of medals in the eighteenth 
century, the advertisement may be of interest to some present-day collectors. 

George J. Osborne, wno Kept a book store at New'uui L, Maao., adver- 
tised in the Impartial Herald, No 208, February 23, 1796, as follows: “A 
beautiful variety of Medals, among which are the likeness of President 
Washington, Doctors Priestly and Price, and a few Masonic devices.” Un- 
doubtedly this, too, was the Manly medal of Washington.

THE DOLLAR BECOMES LEGAli TENDER IN VIRCHN ISLANDS. 

The United States dollar became legal tender in the Virgin Islands for 
the first time on July 2. Although the United States purchased the islands 
seventeen years ago, the official currency has remained in terms of the 
100-bit franc circulated by the National Bank of the Danish West Indies, 
whose right of issue was recognized in the purchase convention with Den- 
mark. It is the first conversion of currency to occur anywhere under the 
dominion of the United States in at least thirty-five years, and it will adjust 
the anomalous position of the dollar. For the first time Governor Paul M. 
Pearson will be able to make out the annual budget in United States money. 


NEW PAPER MONEY IN CIRCULATION. 

New silver currency began moving into actual circulation through the 
Treasurer’s office on August 4. This will be followed by distribution through 
the Federal Reserve Banks as production of the certificates increases. Al- 
ready engraved is $24,400,000 of $1 and $5 bills, to be followed soon by 
tens, twenties and hundreds, backed by bullion.

Editorial Comment — Numismatic News 


(T)IN EXHIBIT AT MARSHALL FIELD & ( O.’S STORE. 

The retail store of Marshall Field & Co., of Chicago, had a large collec- 
tion of moneys of the world on exhibit for two months this summer. The 
material on exhibit was loaned by the Chase National Bank and Perera & 
Co., of New York. 

About half of the exhibit was made up of current coins of nations of the 
world. These occupied sixteen cases in the south end of the exhibit room. 
A case containing curious primitive forms of money attracted considerable 
attention. The case contained tea money from Manchuria, feather money 
from Mexico, bread money from the Siwash Indians, wampum, and various 
forms of bead and shell money. 

Another case showed about 125 pieces of emergency scrip issued during 
the recent depression, while Confederate, Colonial and fractional currency 
notes made up another port'on of the exhibit. There was quite a large 
variety of broken-bank b'lls and Civil War scrip on display, which contained 
many scarce early Illinois bills One case contained a large frame which 
contained a fine type collection of American coinage. 

On display also were photostat copies of some famous checks. Among 
these were the oldest known check, the smallest check, the largest check, 
and the check given Lindbergh for his trans-Atlantic flight. 

The exhibit was in charge of Mrs B. Barker, of the Field company, who 
acted as hostess. During the period of the exhibit there were 43,000 visit- 
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ors. The exhibit was such a success and attracted so many visitors that a 
similar exhibit may be attempted next year. R. E. D.

THE SILVER SITUATION. 

The following summary of the present silver situation, by Nathan Rob- 
ertson, Associated Press staff writer, appeared in the press August 11: 

Silver at $1.29. Silver at 50 cents an ounce. Seignorage. What is it 
all about? The most confusing thing about the silver problem in its present 
important but complicated status is the variety of prices attached to the 
metal. 

Silver as a commodity, or in bullion, is now valued on the world’s mar- 
kets at about 50 cents an ounce. The Government is paying that for the 
metal it is buying through nationalization and otherwise, with one excep- 
tion. It is paying 64 cents an ounce for newly minted domestic silver. 

By law, however, silver is valued at $1.29 cents an ounce. Therefore, 
when the Government buys silver for 50 or 64l^ cents an ounce, it imme- 
diately places a monetary value on it of $1.29 cents. The difference is 
known as seignorage, or a profit that accrues to the Government. Under 
the silver law passed at the last session of Congress, the Treasury was 
authorized to buy great quantities of silver, with a view ultimately to having 
in the monetary system one dollar backed by silver for every three dollars 
backed by gold. 

The law further required the Treasury to issue silver currency against 
the silver purchased up to the total of its cost, and gave it discretion to 
use all of the purchases to back new money. Thus, if under nationalization 
the Government buys 200,000,000 ounces of silver for $100,000,000, it is 
required to issue silver money up to the total cost, $100,000,000. But the 
Government would value the silver at $258,000,000 and could issue certifi- 
cates to the full amount if it desired. This is where the greatest possibility 
for inflation in this means can be found 

It is estimated if the Government buys enough silver to establish the one- 
to-three ratio with gold, it would have to acquire far more than 1,000,000,- 
000 ounces. Were all this used to back new money, it would bring a silver 
currency issue of somewhere around $1,500,000,000. So far the Treasury 
has announced it will go only as far as the law requires and issue silver 
money up to the cost of the new metal, on the new purchases. But the

latest Treasury decision was taken by observers as a suggestion that the 
more expansive policy may be adopted later. 

The Treasury announced that on the free silver bullion it held prior to 
enactment of the new law, amounting to 62,000,000 ounces, it would issue 
silver certificates not up to the cost value, $46,900,000, but up to the full 
monetary value, $80,000,000. This in itself was a mere drop in the bucket 
except for any indication is might provide of future action. It was noted 
the Treasury statement said “for the present” currency would be issued 
only up to the cost of the new silver purchases. 


AUSTRIATITAS NEW FIVE-SCHl LXATTO COTN. 

Part of Austria’s “New Deal” is a new silver coinage, designed to empha- 
size the Christian character of the new regime supplanting the abolished 
democratic republic. The coins also embody a touch of monarchistic tradi- 
tion. Each of the new coins carries on one side the new Austrian coat-of- 
arms, the double-eagle closely resembling the imperial double-eagle of 
Hapsburg days. 

On the other side of the 5-schilling piece (roughly equivalent to the 
United States dollar in quoted value) is the Virgin Mary with the Christ 
Child. Encircling the Madonna are the words “Magna Mater Austriae” 
(Austria’s Great Mother). The design is adapted from a Madonna in the 
historic Church of Mariazell, to which devout pilgrims have traveled for 
centuries. The new coins will be ready for distribution about July 31. 
— Associated Press Dispatch from Vienna.

DENVER MINT TO BE LARGEST (iOLD DEPOSITORY. 

The amount of gold to be transferred by the United States Treasury De- 
partment from the San Francisco to the Denver mint, and the time and 
method of making the shipments, were carefully guarded secrets at the 
Denver conference of officials, says the Wall Street Journal. It is prob- 
able, however, that eventually the largest stock of gold coin and bullion 
stored in any one place will be housed in Denver. 

While the transfer is ostensibly for the purpose of building a new mint 
in San Francisco and dismantling the present mint, there is reason to be- 
lieve that the location of Denver on the interior far removed from both 
Atlantic and Pacific seacoasts is a factor. Preparations are being rushed 
for the construction of additional vaults at Denver to cost $350,000 to 
$450,000, but the transfers will not await their completion. It will be re- 
called that when President Theodore Roosevelt ordered a naval demonstra- 
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tion in the Pacific $450,000,000 in gold was transferred to Denver from 
San Francisco at about the same time. 

The new building at the Denver mint will have every known device 
which science has been able to invent for the nation’s protection of its gold 
supply. These will include a device similar to X-ray machines which will 
disclose to guards whether a person entering the building has any firearms 
concealed about his person. Another will be an “electric ear” which will 
pick up the footsteps of every person approaching the mint and carry them 
to the guards. The mint building was closed while the conferences were 
in progress.

WAIvDO NEW( OMEIl. 

Waldo Newcomer, for more than a quarter of a century one of the most 
active and prominent numismatists in the United States, died suddenly in 
Honolulu on July 29 of heart disease, from which he had recently suffered. 
For several years he had been spending his summer vacations in Honolulu. 
He was in his sixty-eighth year. Following the funeral service the body 
was cremated and the ashes sent to Los Angeles on the steamer Lurline. 
The ashes reached Baltimore on August 13. 

For many years Mr. Newcomer had been one of Baltimore’s leading citi- 
zens. His business activities were largely in banking circles, although he 
had been a director in numerous ra^ilroad, utilities and other corporations.

In January, 1933, he resigned as chairman of the executive committee of 
the Baltimore Trust Company. His bank, the National Exchange, had been 
the nucleus from which the Baltimore Trust was formed after a series of 
consolidations. 

During his years as a collector Mr. Newcomer had brought together one 
of the largest collections of coins ever formed in the United States. With 
possibly one or two exceptions his series of U. S. coins was complete. His 
collection of territorial or private gold and pattern coins was also remark- 
ably complete. About three years ago he sold the U. S. portion of his col- 
lection. What disposition will be made of the balance has not yet been 
determined by the executors of his estate, the Safe Deposit and Trust 
Company and his son, Benjamin F. Newcomer. 

During the summer of 1913, while the Newcomer family was out of town, 
thieves took all of his U. S. and territorial gold coins and a large part of 
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the U. S. silver, but did not take any ot the early silver, his pattern coins 
nor foreign coins. The value of the coins taken amounted to $30,000. A 
number of the stolen coins were recovered later and Mr. Newcomer re- 
placed the missing ones by purchase, bringing the collection up to its 
original completeness. 

He is survived by three children — Mrs. Victor P. Noyes, of Long Green, 
Baltimore county, Maryland; Mrs. Morris Keene Barroll, of Chestertown, 
Md., and Benjamin F. Newcomer, of Baltimore. His wife, the former Miss 
Margaret Vanderpoel, of Kinderhook, N. Y., died in 1920. 


TTY IUiNOR BROWN. 

J. Milnor Brown, of South Pasadena, Cal., died at his home Friday, July 
27th, 1934. The funeral was held Tuesday, July 31st. Interment was in 
the new mausoleum in the Inglewood Cemetery. 

Mr. Brown was one of the early members of the A. N. A., his number be- 
ing 904. He was one of the organizers and a charter member of the Cali- 
fornia Coin Club, of Los Angeles, and for many years had been a member 
of the Pacific Coast Numismatic Society. 

He was born in Bucks county, Pennsylvania, near Philadelphia, moving 
to California in 18 94, where for many years he was identified with the 
assessor’s and tax collector’s offices in Los Angeles. 

He was an ardent coin collector from childhood, receiving his first coin 
as a gift when a boy of 6, and in later years collecting quite extensively, 
being interested both in United States and foreign coins. Feeling the 
infirmities of age coming on, he had gradually been disposing of his collec- 
tion, but his interest did not seem to wane even after he became quite 
feeble, and he enjoyed talking of numismatics and its activities almost to 
the last. « 

In the passing of Mr. Brown, Numismatics has lost an enthusiastic student 
and collector and one whose life has been materially brightened with its 
interests and pleasures. ED M. LEE.

$2.00, $3.00, $5.00 and $10.00.

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A Tri-Centennial Coin 

By HOWARD R. DRIGGS

T he new 1934 Oregon Trail 
Memorial Half Dollar, just off 
the Denver mint, commemorates 
the hundredth anniversary of 
three significant events in Ameri- 
can history. 

First of these is the founding of 
Did Fort Hall, in what is now Ida- 
ho. It was one hundred years ago 
that Nat Wyeth, an intrepid cod- 
fisherman from Massachusetts 
rolled across the Rockies, along 
the Oregon Trail with a train of 
covered wagons. The goods he 
carried were intended for the 
Rocky Mountain Fur Company — 
ordered by one of its leaders, 
Milton Sublette, but by the time 
Wyeth arrived, Sublette had de- 
veloped other interests and broke 
his bargain with the Yankee fish- 
erman. 

“All right,” returned the 
doughty New Englander, “but I’ll 
roll a stone in your dooryard you 
won’t get out.” And straightway 
Wyeth drove on to a strategic spot 
on the Snake River, planting a 
trading post there and set up a 
rival business against the Rocky 
Mountain Fur Company. He 
named the post Fort Hall after 
the man who had backed his en- 
terprise. Later the Hudson Bay 
Company, a British concern who 
wanted to keep Americans out of 
the Oregon territory, squeezed 
Wyeth into selling Fort Hall to 
them. In after years it played a 
great part as a way station to Ore- 
gon and California. 

This year thousands of people 
will commemorate its founding 


with the Fort Hall Centennial 
Celebration, Aug. 1-8, held in Po- 
catello, Idaho and the surround- 
ing places. This 1934 issue of the 
Oregon Trail coin commemorates 
the event. 

The second centennial it com- 
memorates Is the founding of old 
Fort Laramie in what is now 
Wyoming. Milton Sublette with 
his brother Captain “Billy” Sub- 
lette and Campbell — planted this 
trading post out there at the junc- 
tion of the North Platte and the 
Laramie rivers in 1834. No other 
post is better known than this pio- 
neer Fort Laramie. Hundreds of 
thousands of American pioneers 
made it a way station on their 
trek West. 

A third event being remember- 
ed this year is the pioneer mis- 
sionary venture into the far West. 
It was headed by the intrepid 
Jason Lee, a minister of the Meth- 
odist faith. The mission was 
brought about as a response to 
the call of the Indians for the 
“White Man’s Book of Heaven.” 
Several Indian Chiefs had come 
more than two thousand miles out 
of the Northwest to General Clark 
in Saint Louis with the request 
for the gospel message. Jason 
Lee and his brother Daniel with 
others responded to the call. 

Not long ago an “oxmobile” — a 
covered wagon built on an auto- 
mobile chassis left Boston to fol- 
low the trail of these pioneer mis- 
sionaries. The participants in 
this new trek will participate in a 
pageant re-enacting “The First 
Sermon” preached West of the 
Rockies — w'hich is part of the 
Fort Hall centennial. 

The 1934 Oregon Trail Coin 
commemorates all three of these 
significant historical events.
